Ottawa Jan. 28— Exemptions 
from military service are to be re- 
viewed. Provision for a general 
review, if necessary, is stipulated 
in’ amendments to the Military 
Service regulations made by a 
special order-in-council. The 
amendments do not provide for 
an immediate review vf exempt- 
ions; but they grant authority for 
such review where and when it 
is tonsidered necessary. 

As explanatory of the necessity 
of the new provisions, it is point- 
ed out that, owing to the except- 
ionally short period (tess than 
three months) which intervened 
between the issue of the proclam- 
ation under the Military Service 
act and the call of the first draft 
to the colors, it was impossible 
for military representatives to 
satisfy themselves in every case 


of the correctness of the facts 


stated by applicants for .exempt-| 


ion. The result was that exempt- 
ions. were granted in some\ cases 
on insufficient ‘grounds.

Demanding the appointment af 
an independent highways  coém- 
mission with power to standard- 
ize construction of roads in the 
province, the convention passed 
one of the most important re- 


solutions of the meeting at the> 


closing. session. 

The question of increased pro- 
duction was dealt with in a long 
resolution in two parts, one deal- 
ing with the meat problem and 
the need for greater hog produe- 
tion. The delegates decided thay 
they should make every effort to 
increase the production of pork, 
but asked that protection be giv- 
en them against violent market 
fluctuations. 


Another resolution. calls, for the 


yumediate placing’ of all farm ig 
plements and ces on the 
list, and urges that the revenue 
loss resulting ffom the reform be 
made up by a direct tax on land 
values and natural resources. A 
copy of.tné resolution is to be 
forwarded to Premier Borden and 
to every senator and member of 
parliament. 

Among others were these: “Be 
it resolved: that we, the United 
Farmers of Alberta, are absol- 
utely “opposed to Oriental labor 
in any shape or form.” 

“Whereas, in view of the need 
for the greatest possible food pro- 
duction, 

“Be it resolved that we ask the 
provincial and Dominion govern- 
ments to organize the labor pow- 
er of the country for,the mere 
efficient help of farmers.” 

Resolved that in view of the 
lack of uniformity in the can- 
struction and maintenance of 
roads throughout the province, we 
ask for the appointment of an 
independent highways conunis- 
ston which shall have power to 
standardize the construction of 
roads, bridges and ditches, ete., 
which will have power to make 
regulations regarding the use of 
the highways and inflict penal- 
ties for damage thereto, which 
will cooperate with the lacal 
municipal units in’ the expend- 
iture of provincial moneys on 
highways, and which will form 
the sole mediwn through which 
such moneys will be expended.” 

Requesting the provincial gov- 
ernment to maintain stations te 
inspect cattle for tuberculosis the 
same as horses are now being in- 
spected. 

Asking the financial minister to 
place a special war tax on all 
grazing leases. 

Asking the provincial govern- 
ment to make it compulsory far 
school. teachers to remain with 
children during the noon 
and at other recesses.
